He Works and Plays With Big Money Crowd 
One of the best tip-offs to ’.he way a P;e;ident really thinks 
is the kind of men he surrounds himself with—both at work and 
at play. The men he works with shape and carry out Adminis­ 
tration policies; and the men he sees socially inevitably do a 
lot to shape his thinking. In the case of President Eisenhower — 
the men he has chosen for key Administration policy jobs are 
often special interest representatives, bent on wrecking ihe 
very programs they are supposed to administer. 
the men he sees socially are overwhelmingly big business men. 
‘‘Repeal By Appointment”: How to Kill A Program 
And Not Leave Fingerprints 
While professing to be in favor of many New Deal and inter­ 
national programs (such a« public housing or foreign aid and 
trade). Pres, Eisenhower has chosen to head these programs 
men who are basically opposed to them. 
This technique has 
been called “Repeal by Appointment.” Here aie some examples: 
Foreign Trade: As Tariff Commissioners, Eisenhower appoint­ 
ed Joseph Talbot, who, as Congressman from Connecticut, had 
voted against the whole Reciprocal Trade Agreements program; 
and Walter Schreiber, “backed by the high tariff lobbv.” (N. Y. 
Times, 8-4-53i. 
Foreign Aid: Eisenhower th o se as foreign aid chief John B. 
Hollister, whose record as a “Taft Republican” gave the Wash­ 
ington Post “misgivings” about his aopointmcn*. When asked 
if he favored the aid program he was to administer he said “he 
didn’t know' enough about the foreign aid program to be for or 
against it.” (5-10-55». 
Public Housing: To the top Administration housing post, Eis­ 
enhower appointed Albert M. Cole who, as Congressman from 
K ansas had led the fight against public housing. The No. 2 spot 
went to former Rep. Oakley Hunter of California, who had ac­ 
tually voted against Pres. Eisenhower’s own public housing 
program (4-22-53». 
Farm price supports: The job of Assistant Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture in charge of the suppoii program w ent to Jam es Mc- 
Connell who *hree months prior to his appointment (11-30-53) 
had termed the program “a perfect example of modern So­ 
cialism.” 
Public lands conservation: A? Assistant Interior Secretary in 
charge of public lands. Mr, Eisenhower named Wesley D’Ew- 
art. former GOP Congressman from Montana, who had led the 
fight for a bill to turn public grazing lands* over to private in­ 
terests. 
Publie power: As Assistant In’erior Secretary in charge of 
the power program, the President chose former GOP Congress­ 
man Fred Aandahl who voted 5 out of 7 times against public 
power programs.

Minimum wages: The job of Wage and Hour Administrator 
went to Newell Brown, who is said to have called the minimum 
wage law “unsound legislation" and to have “lobbied against 
(Eisenhower) policies in this field.” (Textile W orkers Presi­ 
dent Riove. 2-27-55). 
The Regulatory Agencies: Ike Chooses 
“Foxes to Guard the Chickens” 
Another Eisenhower technique is the appointment to regula­ 
tory commissions of men who come from the very industries 
they arc m eant to icgulate (the “foxes guarding the chickens.” ) 
Examples: 
Federal Trade Commission (in charge of s»nall business pro­ 
tection and anti-trust enforcement): As FTC Chairman, the 
President chose Edward F. Howrey, who had previously made 
his living defending firms against anti-frusrTFTarges brought 
by the FTC. 
National Labor Relations Board 
(which administers Taft- 
Hartley); Ike chose Guy Farm er and Théophile Kammholz. 
both of whom had represented management in cases before the 
NLRB. 
Federal Power Commission (which sets utility rate.«): Ike’s 
FPC Chairman i« Jerome Kuykendall, who formerly represent­ 
ed gas utilities in rate cases before the Washington State Util­ 
ity Commission. 
Federal Communications Commission (which sets telephone 
rates): As FCC Chairman Mr. Eisenhower named George Mc- 
Connaughev, who had represented 'phone compamcs-seeking 
higher rates. 
Securities and Exchange Commission (which regulates the 
issuance and sale of corporation stocks): Mr. Eisenhower nam­ 
ed to the SEC Harold Patterson, former stockbroker: Sinclair 
Armstrong, whose law firm represents large utilities subject 
to SEC regulation, and Ralph Demmler, lawyer who “personally 
specializes in corporate law’.” 
Ike's White House “Stag Dinners” 
Dominated By Big Businessmen 
During his first two years in office. Pres. Eisenhower held a 
series of “stag dinners” at the White House to which he invited 
men he considers “leaders” in various fields, partly in order to 
“ pick their trained brains.” An analysis of the 555 guests in­ 
vited before the White House put the secrecy lid on the guest 
list shows that — 
294 businessmen were invited. 
only 9 farm ers and farm leaders and 8 union officials were 
chosen. (Analysis by U. S. News & World Report, 2-4-55). 
Ike's “Old and Comfortable Friends” 
Are Mostly Corporation Presidents 
Here are some of the President’s “old 
and 
comfortable 
friends” whom he wants around when he “really w ants to relax” 
according to U. S. News and World Report (9-23-55 »: 
Clifford Roberts, New’ York investment banker; Alton Jones, 
board chairman of Cities Service Co.; William Robinson, pres­ 
ident of Coca Cola, and Ellis Slater, president of Frankfort Dis­ 
tillers (whose subsidiary got a preferred oil lease on a U. S. 
"Wildlife refuge). 
And the President’s fishing-trip host in Colorado is Denver 
mortgage banker Aksel Nielsen, former chairman of the Na­ 
tional Mortgage Bankers Association, named head of Ike’s hous­ 
ing study commission which recommended higher home m ort­ 
gage interest rates. 
Ike’s Picture of “Farm Sentiment” 
Comes From Bank, Chain Store Heads 
On Oct. 2, 1953, as the farm crisis deepened, the President said 
he thought reports of farm discontent were exaggerated, judg­ 
ing from a lunch he had had “w’ith 40 people most of whom, if 
they w’ere not farmers themselves, owned farm s” and were 
“not as concerned” as some people who had come to him about 
the farm problem. 
It was later revealed that of the 25 non-Goyernm ent guests at 
the lunch, not one was an actual farmer. Several w ere million­ 
aire businessmen (such as Sam Heller, the host, wrho is a bank 
and chain store head; T. L. Welsh, w’ho own* controlling inter­ 
ests in flour and feed mills; and L. C. Long, top official in two 
investment banks).

Constant application 
builds up terrific heat which not 
only wears brake bands, but may 
; expand the drums and even cause 
the hydraulic fluid to boil.

' the brakes are applied, with loss 
of positive action. 
If brakes get 
mushy, stop and let them cool.

particularly bad in 1955. Associate 
Agent, Dunn suggested that he try 
a w'ilt resistant variety this year. 
Acting upon this suggestion, 
Mr 
Stancil planted part of the »field to 
Coker 10 Wilt and the remainder 
of the field in Deltapine 15. 
The wilt hit again this year and 
that part of the field planted to 
Deltapine 15 was seriously dam ag­ 
ed while the Coker cotton was af­ 
fected little, if any. It did not seem 
practical to get picking weights to 
determine the difference but bas­ 
ed on boll counts it was estimated 
that the Coker produced 1652 lbs. 
of cotton per acre as compared to 


862 lbs. that was produced in ad­ 
jacent rows from Deltapine. 
It should be clearly understood 
that laboratory examinations re­

One of the best tip-offs to the way a P.e:-:dent realiy thinks 
is the kind of men he surrounds himself with—both at work and 
at play. The men he works with shape and carry out Adminis­ 
tration policies: and the men he sees socially inevitably do a 
lot to shape his thinking. In the case of President Eisenhower — 
the men he has chosen for key Administration policy jobs are 
often special interest representatives, bent on wrecking the 
very programs they are supposed to administer. 
the men he sees socially are overwhelmingly big business men. 
“Repeal By Appointment”: How to Kill A Program 
And Not Leave Fingerprints 
While professing to be in favor of many New Deal and inter­ 
national programs (such a s public housing or foreign aid and 
trade), Pres. Eisenhower has chosen to head these programs 
men who are basically opposed to them. 
This technique has 
been called “Repeal by Appointment.” Here are some examples: 
Foreign Trade: As Tariff Commissioners, Eisenhower appoint­ 
ed Joseph Talbot, who. as Congressman from Connecticut, had 
voted against the whole Reciprocal Trade Agreements program; 
and Walter Schreiber, ‘ backed by the high tariff lobby.” (N. Y. 
Times, 8-4-53). 
Foreign Aid: Eisenhower chose as foreign aid chief John B. 
Hollister, whose record as a “Taft Republican” gave the W ash­ 
ington Post “misgivings” about his appointmenk When asked 
if he favored the aid program he was to administer he said “he 
didn’t know enough about the foreign aid program to be for or 
against it.” (5-10-55). 
Public Housing: To the top Administration housing post, Eis­ 
enhower appointed Albert M. Cole who. as Congressman from 
Kansas, had led the fight against public housing. The No. 2 spot 
went to former Rep. Oakley Hunter of California, who had ac­ 
tually voted against Pres. Eisenhower’s own public housing 
program (4-22-53). 
Farm price supports: The job of Assistant Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture in charge of the support program went to Jam es Mo- 
Connell who ‘hree months prior to his appointment (11-30-53) 
had termed the program “a perfect example of modern So­ 
cialism.” 
Public lands conservation: As Assistant Interior Secretary in 
charge of public lands. Mr. Eisenhower named Wesley D’Fw- 
art. former GOP Congressman from Montana, who had led ihe 
tight for a bill to turn public grazing lands over to private in ­ 
terests. 
Public power: As Assistant Interior Secretary in charge of 
the power program, the President chose former GOP Congress­ 
man Fred Aandahl who voted 5 out of 7 times against public 
power programs.

Minimum wages: The job of Wage and Hour Administrator 
went to Newell Brown, who is said to have called the minimum 
wage law “unsound legislation’’ and to have “lobbied against 
(Eisenhower) policies in this field.” (Textile Workers Presi­ 
dent Riove. 2-27-55). 
The Regulatorv Agencies: Ike Chooses 
“Foxes to Guard the Chickens” 
Another Eisenhower technique is the appointment to regula­ 
tory commissions of men who come from the very industries 
they are meant to legulate (the “foxes guarding the chickens.” ) 
Examples: 
Federal Trade Commission (in charge of small business pro­ 
tection and anti-trust enforcement): As FTC Chairman, the 
President chose Edward F. Howrev, who had previously made 
his liv ing defending firms against antl-tnisF 5fi*a*rges brought 
by the FTC. 
National Labor Relations Board 
(which administers Taft- 
H artlev); Ike chose Guy Farm er and Theophile Kammholz. 
both of whom had represented management in cases before the 
NLRB 
Federal Power Commission (which sets utility rates): Ike’s 
FPC Chairman is Jerom e Kuykendall, w-ho formerly represent­ 
ed gas utilities in rate cases before the Washington State Util­ 
ity Commission. 
Federal Communications Commission (which sets telephone 
rates): As FCC Chairman Mr. Eisenhower named George Mc- 
Connaughev, who had represented 'phone compariics-seeking 
higher rates. 
Securities and Exchange Commission (which regulates the 
issuance and sale of corporation stocks): Mr. Eisenhower nam ­ 
ed to the SEC Harold Patterson, former stockbroker: Sinclair 
Armstrong, whose law firm represents large utilities subject 
to SEC regulation, and Ralph Demmier, lawyer who “personally 
specializes in corporate law\” 
Ike’s White House “Stag Dinners” 
Dominated By Big Businessmen 
During his first two years in office. Pres. Eisenhower held a 
series of “stag dinners” at the White House to which he invited 
men he considers “leaders” in various fields, partly in order to

list shows that — 
294 businessmen were invited. 
only 9 farmers and farm leaders and 8 union officials were 
chosen.

W C. Leigh is one of an increas­ 
ing num ber of cotton growers who

Agent Dunn, he arranged a field 
dem onstration this year to prove 
the value of row applications of 
fertilizer for c o t t o n instead of 
broadcasting 
In term s of actual 
plant food, 
the treatm ent

w as 60 lbs. of nitrogen; 20 lbs. of 
phosphate; and 60 lbs. of potash. 
The fertilizer was applied in 
the 
rows except in a few rows where 
the sam e a m o u n t was applied 
broadcast for com parison. 
The com parative yields estim at 
cd by boll counts were as follows; 
F ertilizer in the row. 2638 lbs. of 
seed cotton per acre; sem e ferti­ 
lizer broadcasted, 2460 lbs. of seed 
cotton per acre.

C. J. Stencil, like a num ber of

during the past two years. On one 
field w here 
the 
infestation w as 
particularly bad in 1955, Associate 
Agent, Dunn suggested that he try 
a wilt resistant variety this year. 
Acting upon this suggestion, 
Mr 
Stancil planted part of thedield to 
Coker IO Wilt and the rem ainder 
of the field in Deltapine 15. 
The wilt hit again this y ear and 
that part of the field planted to 
D eltapine 15 w as seriously dam ag­ 
ed while the Coker cotton was af­ 
fected little, if any. It did not seem 
practical to get picking weights to 
determ ine the difference but bas­ 
ed on boll counts it was estim ated 
th at the Coker produced 1652 lbs, 
of cotton per acre as com pared to 


862 lbs. that was produced in ad­ 
jacent rows from Deltapine. 
It should be clearly understood 
that laboratory exam inations re­ 
veal that the wilt th ai we have 
discovered on cotton fields in the 
lighter soils of the county is quite 
a different type from that that we 
have been finding on 
the black 
land, particularly in the 
Dorena 
area. This black land form known 
as Vcrticelium, has not been satis­ 
factorily by the use 
of resistant 
varieties since no varieties have 
been developed that a re m ore than 
partially resistant.

WASHINGTON (ZP) — Laws of 
27 states and of Alaska and Ha­ 
waii perm it w orkers to take time 
off from their jobs to vote. 
Over half the laws, including 
those of Missouri and Kansas, ex ­ 
pressly prohibit em ployers from 
m aking deductions from a w ork­ 
e r’s wages for authorized absence 
to vote. 
Arkansas was listed as among 
the states w here tim e off for vot­ 


ing is required but not at the 
em ployer’s expense. 
A new Labor D epartm ent sum ­ 
m ary of state law provisions re­ 
ported a condition adopted 
in 
eight states and territories since 
1952. This requires voting tim e

The G reat P assage 
from

lesson study is the prophet Isaiah's 
Kubiinu poem concerning the Suf­ 
fering Servant. * 
Lsaiah lived and prophesied more 
than 7U0 years before the advent of 
tht Messiah whose coming he fore­ 
told; but, had he written after the 
advent of Jesm on earth, Isaiah s 
description of the vicarious suffer­ 
ing of our Savior could not have 
been m ore accu rate. Certainly m- 
, U fm ation derived 
from 
earthly 
sources could 
not have inspired 
this vivid prophecy—Heaven had 
som ething to do with it. 
Isaiah s prophecy brings us face 
to face with the piuporition of sac­ 
rifice for sin and the vicarious suf­ 
ferings of Jesus Christ for the sms 
of all hum anity—the doctrine of the 
Atonement. 
Let us not discuss any theoi les 
of hair-splitting theologians 
con­ 
cerning tht Atonement, but lath er 
let us consider the prophecy of 
Isaiah that
